“Good Friday gives us the cross 
and the cross gives us Christianity," I 
Dr. Earl H. Furgeson. professor of 
preaching and pastoral theology at 
the Methodist Seminary at W est­ 
minster. Md., said in a Oood Friday i 
sermon at an afternoon union serv­ 
ice In th* M ethodist Church here. 
Speaking on "The Vindication of 
the Cross" to a congregation that 
nearly Ailed the church, Dr. Fur­ 
geson asserted: “Down to the pres­ 
ent the cross has stood as a symbol
